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THE SWEET STUFF IS HAVING ITS MOMENT 
IN CHICAGO THIS SUMMER

Look at it. 

Abu know you want it. 

Light brown with flecks of amber. Swim- 
ming with gleaming ice cubes. Sugary with a 
slight, tart twist of lemon. 

Abu’re not drinking alone if you can’t resist 
the siren song of sweet tea. 

The Southern beverage— which some 
consumer researchers say is typically sweet- 
ened with cane sugar— is sweeping the na- 
tion, infiltrating fast-food restaurant menus 
and winning over patrons who once ordered 
pop. 

Iced tea sales in general have increased by 
12 percent during the past decade, according 
to consumer research company NPD Group, 
which estimates that 65 percent of sales of 
sweet tea come from fast-food transactions. 
And the Chicago market is no exception to 
the ongoing sweet tea takeover. 

In fact, the national demand is widely 
believed to have started with Oak Brook- 
based McDonald’s, which brought this once 
Southern-centric beverage to the fast-food 
forefront in 2008, according to McDonald’s 
spokeswoman Ashlee Yingling. A Raleigh, 
N.C., operator cooked up (or brewed up, 
rather) the idea and it caught on with corpo- 
rate, Yingling said. 

Mintel consumer research analyst Kathy 
Hayden said McDonald’s has played up the 
Southern tinge in its branding and to impres- 
sive results, according to her data. 

“Our customers absolutely love it,” Yin- 
gling said of the sweet tea, adding that Mc- 
Donald’s decided to add the sweet tea to its 
national menu after determining it resonated 
beyond the Southern states. “Now, along with 
smoothies and strawberry lemonade, it’s a big 
part of our push to become a beverage desti- 
nation.” 

McDonald’s success also ushered in addi- 
tional takes on the sweet tea trend; it’s cur- 
rently on menus at chains prevalent in Chi- 
cago from Popeye’s to Church’s Chicken. The 
beverage also got a boost this summer when 
Atlanta-based chain Chick-fil-A— which 
holds a Guinness World Record for pouring 


up a 9 -foot, 1, 400 -gallon cup of the stuff— 
entered the Chicago market with its 30 E. 
Chicago Ave. location. 

Sweet tea is among Chick-fil-A’s most pop- 
ular offerings, according to a company rep 
who pointed out it has long been on its menu 
and they sell it by the gallon. 

“I am a little surprised at how it’s taken 


hold in the Midwest,” NPD consumer re- 
search analyst Bonnie Riggs said. 

“It’s such a Southern trend, but it is clearly 
appealing to people, and a wide demographic 
at that.” 

It’s set to grow even more, according to 
Riggs interpretation of data that showed 
sweet tea sales up 5 percent over the same pe- 


riod last year while other beverages— includ- 
ing pop — declined. 

“There are perceptions of health in tea bev- 
erages, even when they are sweet,” Riggs said, 
adding: ‘About 45 percent of the time it was 
ordered at lunch, and 34 percent of the time it 
was ordered at dinner.

Basically, a replacement for what 
a consumer would normally drink.” 

Both NPD and Mintel analysts said they are 
keeping an eye on sweet tea’s momentum, spe- 
cifically to see if carbonated beverages will soon 
get their sweet revenge. 

But if you ask Ka-Sean Sanders of Lakev- 
iew, sweet tea will only grow in popularity The 


39 -year-old told RedEye she drinks sweet teas 
at least three times a month, most often from 
McDonald’s. 

“I try to have it in moderation,” Sanders said. 
“Tea is good for you, but you have to watch that 
sweetness. I’m careful. It could become addic- 
tive.”

Which sweet tea is the best? To answer that question, RedEye sacri- 
ficed our taste buds to the gods of sweet tea on a memorable Monday 
afternoon. Four volunteer staffers gathered in our conference room for 
a blind taste test of four fast-food sweet teas that Mintel and NPD con- 
sumer researchers mentioned as big players in the sweet tea space. We 
ranked the teas on a T4 scale on sweetness and chose our faves. Sixteen Dixie cups, four 
plates of palate-cleansing saltine crackers, a half bag of tee and one sweet session later, 
here are the results of our oonscientific sampling of sweet tea.

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Easy being green

The direction of 
dining expansion 
typically goes like 
this: Launch a suc- 
cessful restaurant in 
the city then colo- 
nize the suburbs. 

But Prasino, an eco- 
conscious eatery 
with a name that 
means “green” in Greek, first grew its fan base 
in suburban St. Charles and La Grange before 
opening its third location in Wicker Park. 
After a delicious dinner charmed the hell out 
of me, I was looking forward to returning for 
breakfast, which features a massive menu 
served every day of the week. 

I'm still trying to forget ... how the meal 
started. Excited for a handful of drinks made 
with kombucha ($6-$6.$o), a tart and slightly 
bubbly fermented tea, I ordered the apple- 
mint kombucha ($6.50). I’ll chalk it up to we- 
opened-two-weeks-ago confusion, but what 


I got instead was the kombuchamosa (orange 
juice and tea), and my first sip contained 
what can only be described as a 2-inch-long 
goober of orange pulp. A solid reassurance 
that the orange juice is fresh-squeezed, but 
may I suggest a strainer next time? 

Feeling toasty: I’ve had croissant French 
toast. I’ve had pretzel pancakes. But I have 
never had pretzel croissant French toast. 
Prasino miraculously combines the fluffy 
flakiness of a croissant with the chewy tooth- 
some outside of a pretzel into one singular 
pastry, and then slices two of ’em before 
battering and browning. With salted caramel 
and white chocolate sauce, you don’t even 
need the provided butter or syrup for this 
to attain pure brunch bliss. The best French 
toast I’ve had all year, no question. 

Good eggs: One of Prasino’s signature offer- 
ings are stacks ($ 8 . 50 -$ii), open-faced sand- 
wiches of thick toast with various toppings 
and eggs cooked to order. After loving the 
braised beef short ribs with truffle mush- 


room cabernet sauce at dinner, I couldn’t 
resist the short-ribs stack piled with avocado, 
pico de gallo and cheddar. The meat was just 
as good, but the bread could be crispier to 
stand up to all that egg yolk and toppings. 

There's more: I wasn’t kidding when I said 
the menu was massive: There are omelets 
ranging from rustic (with merguez lamb 
sausage and farmer cheese, $10.50) to luxe 
(lobster, caviar and truffle hollandaise, $16) 


and crepes with chocolate-covered espresso 
beans and vanilla whipped cream ($10). 

Bottom line: Though not every bite was per- 
fect, I’ll return to Prasino, especially because 
a brunch cocktail list will debut soon. The 
only thing harder than deciding whether to 
sit outside or in will be what delicious-sound- 
ing dish to try next.
